Water Agency meeting: 


fate of Lompoc project 


may be decided today 


Led by a chartered Greyhound bus, a large caravan of Lompoc supporters of 
the Narrows Dam Project departed for Santa Barbara at 12:30 p.m. today to at­ 
tend the decision-making meeting of the Santa Barbara County Water Agency. 
Coordinators of the caravan stated they expected between 25 and 35 automo- 
biles to accompany the chartered bus. 
City Council was meeting at 11:30 a.m, today to discuss last minute strategy 
in their presentation before the Agency which is composed of members of the 
Santa Barbara County Board of Supervisors. 
City officials, coordinating the petition effort in support of the project, com­ 
pleted their tally of signatures late last night and report that 8,206 persons urged 
the 
authorization and completion of the project. More than 400 persons signed 
from the Goleta area, officials reported, with others reportedly signing from the 
Santa Barbara, Santa Maria and Santa Ynez Valley areas. 
Mayor Robert 
MacClure is expected to open the Lompoc presentation before 
the Agency directors followed by the city’s water consultant, William Price, 
Council members Charlotte Benton and Brooks Speight. A letter from Maj. Gen. 
Gerald W. Johnson, commander of the 1st Strategic Aerospace Division at Van- 
denberg AFB, in support of the project will be read before the Agency by Col. 
Earle Sweetland, base commander. 
The petitions will be presented in summarization by Robert C. Lilley, chair­ 
man of the FACT Committee, a citizens’ 
committee in support of the dam. 
The County Water Agency is expected to make a decision today on the nearly 


>.0 million reservoir and dam project which has been proposed by a five-year, 
*425,000 study conducted by the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation. The Bureau found 
ttnj project to be feasible from both an economic and an engineering standpoint. 
Efforts to block the project will be made by representatives of the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District whose board in a 4-1 vote last week stated 
they could not, at this time, support the dam and reservoir. They are expected 
to urge the Agency to postpone action in favor of proposed Feather River water 
importation and further consideration of flood control aspects for the area be­ 
tween the Cachuma Project and the proposed Lompoc Project. 


it is expected that the decision of the Agency will weigh heavily on the recom­ 
mendation of the Agency’s water consultant, Robert Edmonston. 
insiders stated that Edmonston’s original criticism of the preliminary Bureau 
report has been answered nearly in its entirety and It is expected the consul­ 
tant will recommend that the report move along through the federal bureaucra- 
tic channels for authorization and approval. 


The Agency meeting is set for 2p.m. today in the County Administrative Build- 
mg. 
If the Agency’s action today leads to ultimate Federal approval and funding, 
it will mean the creation of a huge lake and dam on the lower Santa Ynez River 
about three miles east of Lompoc. The project would provide facilities for water 
conservation, recreation, flood control and fishery and wildlife enhancement.

Three 
airman suffered serious in­ 
juries early this morning when their 
1967 car failed to make a curve on Lom­ 
poc -Casmalia Road and ploughed off the 
road and into a brush filled gully. 
All three victims were ejected from 
the car during the erratic 100-yard 
spinout, according to California High­ 
way Patrol. 
Injured were Airman l.C. John J. Bia­ 
nco, Jr., 21, of 417 N. Fourth St.; Alan 
Lynn Dressier, 21 and Carl H. Baker, 
T9, both of Yandetiberg Air Force Base. 
All three are attached to the 4392nd 
SPS Sqd. 
Bianco was in the surgical ward of 
the base hospital today for observation; 
Dressier and Baker were in satisfactory 
condition in the hospital’s intensive care 
unit. The exact nature of their injuries 
was not disclosed. 
All three victims 
were listed with 
severe wounds at the time CHP officers 
arrived on the scene shortly after mid­ 
night. 


Officers said the car with Bianco 
driving was northbound on Lompoc-Cas- 
malie Road apparently headed for the 
base a few miles north. The car had 
descended an incline a mile north of 
Highway 1 and a half mile south of Van­ 
denberg Village when It failed to neg­ 
otiate a gentle curve on the 
incline. 


The car shot out of control, careened 
165 feet along the edge of the road be­ 
fore veering sharply down a brush filled 
gully. Enroute along the course of travel 
the three men were ejected and the car 
flipped end over end, coming to rest 
against a large tree. The force of the 
impact destroyed the car and clipped off 
a tree limb, eight inches in diameter, 
according to the report. 


CHP officers were joined at the scene 
by Sheriff’s deputies. 
The victims were transported to Lom­ 
poc Hospital then transferred to the Base 
Hospital.

Sullivan arrived in Paris from the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organization (S 
EATO) conference in Bangkok Thailand. 
He is now a deputy assistant sec­

and credited with conduct­ 
ing secret contacts in Vientaine, Laos, 
leading to last year’s preliminary Viet­ 
nam talks that opened In Paris May 13, 
1968. 
Sullivan also arranged through talks 
with the North Vietnamese in Vientane 
an exchange of U.S. and North Viet­ 
namese prisoners in April, 1968. 
Secret talks between the United States 
and North Vietnam have been reported 
on several occasions since the two 
nations began public talks to end the 
Vietnam War. 


Pentagon accused of waste; 
billions lost in purchases 


Polls show 
Bradley to 
beat Yorty 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)— Public opinion 
surveys made City Councilman Thomas 
Bradley the favorite today to become the 
first Negro mayor of America’s third 
largest city. Incumbent maverick Sam 
Yorty pooh-poohed the polls. 
Yorty, a Democrat who has defected 
on more than one occasion, predicted 
he would be returned to office for a 
third term. 
Voting stations opened at 7 a.m., with 
the City Clerk’s office predicted that 
as many as 7 per cent of Los Angeles’ 
1,127,224 registered voters would cast 
ballots. 
That would shatter a record turnout 
of 66 per 
cent in the April 1 mayoral 
primary, when Bradley captured 42 per 
cent of the vote to Yorty’s 26 per cent 
to force the run-off. 
Bradley, 
51, who served 51 years 
on the Los Angeles police force before 
retiring to launch a political career, 
must get votes from Los Angeles’ white 
population to win. 
Negroes comprise only 17 per cent of 
Los Angeles’ registered voters, a con­ 
siderably lower figure than Cleveland 
and Gary, Ind., which other major urban 
centers with black mayors. 
Both Bradley and Yorty have concen- 
grated on the white areas of the San 
Fernanco Valley in the campaign’s clos­ 
ing days. 
Yorty has been under fire because 
five of his appointees to city boards 
have been indicted on charges ranging 
from bribery to conflict of interest. Brad­ 
ley says the issue is “ to restore con­ 
fidence in City Hall.” Yorty has emphas­ 
ized that of his 280 appointments, only 
five have been called into question 
The mayor has charged that Bradley, 
who left the police department as a lieu­ 
tenant, 
is unpopular with present-day 
officers. Yorty has predicted mass police 
resignations if Bradly wins. 
The candidates have traded mutual 
accusations of introducing race into 
the campaign. 
Legally, California city elections are 
nonpatisan, and the candidates’ names 
appear on the ballot without party labels.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A joint con­ 
gressional subcommittee today accused 
the Pentagon of wasting billions in the 
purchase of weapons, and called on Con­ 
gress to take a new and harder look at 
military spending. 
“ There is a pressing need to re-exam­ 
ine our national priorities by taking a 
hard look at the allocation of federal rev­ 
enues between the military and civilian 
budgets,” the Senate-House Subcommit­ 
tee on Economy in Government said in a 
report. 


Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., sub­ 
committee chairman, said the report 
“ delivers a ringing indictment of a set 
of well established practices in the De­ 
partment of Defence that have over the 
years brought about enormous waste of 
the taxpayer’s dollars and great econo­ 
mic inefficiency.” 
The panel criticized the Pentagon for 
buying practices which fail to provide in­ 
centives to the contractor to hold costs 
down. 


The report said only 11.5 per cent of 
total military procurement in the last 
fiscal year was handled on a “ true com­ 
petitive bid” basis. It added that 67 per 
cent of all Pentagon buying was distrib­ 
uted among 100 contractors. 
Proxmire said incentive contracts, 
used by the Pentagon since 1962, “ have 
been a failure.” 
“ The evidence suggests,” he said, 
“ that instead of increased efficiency or 
reduced costs such contracts may ac­ 


tually have contributed to a general up­ 
ward shift in target costs. 
“ The repricing formula built into such 
contracts, such as that found in the C5A 
cargo plane contract, is one of the most 
blatant reverse incentives ever encoun­ 
tered by the subcommittee.” 
Three Republican members, Sens. Len 
B. Jordan, 
Idaho, and Charles H. Per­ 
cy, 111., and then Rep. Donald Rums­ 
feld, HI., added a footnote to the report. 
It called attention to the fact that it cov­ 
ered a period before the Nixon Admin­ 
istration took office. 
The three expressed belief that the 
situation will improve under the Republi­ 
can Administration. 
The subcommittee, an arm of the Joint 
Economic Committee, went on to say: 
“ There is evidence that literally bil­ 
lions of dollars are being wasted in de­ 
fense spending each year. It is the judge­ 
ment of the subcommittee that the de­ 
fense budget has been bloated and inflat­ 
ed far beyond what an economy minded 
and efficient Department of Defense 
should attain.” 
It said costs were running high be­ 
cause of absence of effective inventory 
controls; 
overruns on projects, 
and 
failure to get the most for the taxpayers’ 
money. 
“ The result of the absence of effec­ 
tive cost controls, coupled with a num­ 
ber of policies and practices discussed 
in this report, has resulted in a vast 
subsidy for the defense industry, parti­ 
cularly the larger contractors,” it said.

Three policemen were shot, a dozen 
persons injured and 36 arrested in a vio­ 
lent student protest at Seattle Communi­ 
ty College Monday. 


Four of those arrested in Texas were 
carrying fire bombs, police said. Anoth­ 
er had a pistol. 
Of those arrested, nine were said 
to be students. 
About 2,000 students were eamjsed on 
the lawn of Southern Illinois University 
President Delyte Morris today in pro­ 
test of women’s hours. The school has 
about 20,000 students.

7,000 students his mere presence on a 
State campus could trigger a riot. The 
students who marched represented about 
7 per cent of the state university sys­ 
tem’s enrollment.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on asked Congress today to take the na­ 
tion’s postal system both out of the red 
and out of politics by putting it in the 
hands of a government-owned but inde­ 
pendent corporation. 
The President spelled out details ina 
special message on the plan, which he 
described to newsmen at the White 
House as “ one of the most significant 
proposals made during this Administra­ 
tion.” 
Postmaster General Winton M. Blount 
told a news briefing that the corporation 
— which would be called the U.S. Postal 
Service and would replace the present 
Cabinet department which now handles 
the mail at a chronic deficit and with 
admitted inefficiency — could be self- 
sustaining within five years. 
The Post Office Department has been 
running about $1 billion a year in the 
red the past few years. Over the past 
decade, it has amassed an $8 billion de­ 
ficit.

The 
bearded, relaxed Krist, 24, was 
sentenced to life imprisonment, 
making him eligible for parole 
in seven years. 
"The determining factor” in 
the jury’s decision, ForemanH 
I Rainwater said, was that no 
harm had come to the victim. 
Barbara Jane Mackle, 25-year- 
old 
daughter 
of 
millionaire 
Florida land developer Robert 
Mackle, a personal friend of 
President Nixon. The Emory 
University coed was buried 82 
hours in a coffin-like box in 
December while her abductors 
extracted $500,000 in ransom 
from Mackle.

feeling for the death penalty, ”

of B52 bombers went after tfiet

highlands and on the northern 
coast in overnight raids an­ 
nounced today. 
Two of the strikes came in 
support of troops—one hitting 
Communist approach routes to 
a highlands camp under attack 
and another supporting the U.S. 
1 amar Plain offensive protect­ 
ing Tam Ky 340 miles north of 
Saigon. 
The brunt of the raids hit 
Viet Cong and North Vietna­ 
mese positions 29 to 91 miles 
northeast 
and 
northwest 
of 
Saigon, where a series of Allied 
bases 
protects the capital’s 
outer defense ring. 
They followed a total of nine 
battles Monday in which U.S. 
and South Vietnamese soldiers 
reported killing a total of 194 
guerrillas 
from the 
Mekong 
Delta to near the Demilitarized 
Zone (DMZ). 
Communist 
gunners shelled 
one South \ ietnamese town and 
29 Allied military bases over­ 
night, the U.S. command said, 
inflicting damage or casualties 
at 
eight of the sites, none 
serious. 
Allied headquarters reported 
one major Communist attack— 
a 
North 
Vietnamese 
thrust 
Monday against a South Vietna­ 
mese 
outpost 
eight 
miles 
southwest of Dak To in the 
Central highlands. 
The government rangers re­ 
ported turning back the attack 
on 
their 
camp, 
killing 62 
guerrillas, and B52s followed 
up with raids five miles to the 
southwest trying to head off 
another Communist assault. 
Casualties in 
this and all 
the fights reported for Monday 
were listed as light for the 
Americans and South Vietna­ 
mese. 
The closest fight to Saigon 
involved both U.S. and govern­ 
ment soldiers who, with ma- 
chineguns atop armored person- 
nel carriers killed 16 guerril­ 
las 21 
miles northwest of the 
capital, communiques said. 
Military officials reported two 
more American helicopters lost 
to ground fire Monday, with no 
injuries involved. It brought to 
1,147 
the 
number 
of 
U.S. 
copters downed by guerrilla 
gunners in the war. 
In a delayed report today, the 
U.S. 
command 
said 
eight 
American Marines were killed 
and 24 wounded Sunday in a 
Communist mortar attack from 
the DMZ which exploded their 
ammunition dump just below 
the zone. 
The mortar attack that blew 
up the ammunition dump south 
of the DMZ was one of four 
Communist attacks from the 
zone Sunday and brought to 130 
the number of "significant” 
guerrila incidents in the strip 
claimed by U.S. officials since 
Nov. 
1 when the bombing of 
North Vietnam stopped. 
According 
to U.S. military 
sources, there have been 
additional 5,000 
"signs 
activity” in the six-mile-wide 
DMZ 
in 
the 
same period— 
violations 
of 
the 
so-called 
“ understanding” 
Hanoi would 
keep its troops out of the DMZ 
if the bombing stopped. 
Both President Nixon's peace 
plan and the Viet Cong plat­ 
form in Pajris contain points 
suggesting negotiation on re­ 
establishing a truly demilita­ 
rized buffer strip between the 
two Vietnams but talks on the 
matter have not begun-at least 
in public.

flew home today bearing the

officials will affirm decision on 
the 
date for a manned lunar 
landing. 
Even as Stafford, Cernan and 
Young blazed through the sky 
Monday 
to a 
Pacific Ocean 
splashdown East of American 
Samoa, the three men selected 
to fly Apollo 
11 to a lunar 
landing in the Sea of Tranquili­ 
ty 
practiced 
in 
spacecraft 
trainers at Cape Kennedy. 
"The 
Apollo 10 mission has 
been outstanding,” said Neil A. 
Armstrong, 
commander 
o f 
Apollo 11 and tabbed as the 
first American to set foot on 
the moon. 
"W e are looking 
forward to hearing about it 
firsthand from Tom, John and 
Gene.” 
Stafford, Cernan and Young,, 
who took the Apollo command 
and lunar landing modules to 
the moon in a dress rehearsal 
of the planned July landing, 
returned to earth at 12:52 p.m. 
EDT Monday. 
The astronauts were picked 
up 
by 
the 
carrier 
USS 
Princeton, welcomed, examined 
by doctors and fed, and flown 
late Monday to Pago Pago in 
American Samoa where they 
boarded a jet for a direct flight 
to Houston. They were to arrive 
home about noon EDT today. 
The astronauts were greeted 
at Pago Pago by Gov. and Mrs. 
Owen S. 
A spina 11 and about 
5,000 Samoans. Mrs. Aspinall 
and two island beauty queens 
presented the spacemen with 
co orful leis while a group of 
dancing girls and a fire dancer 
provided entertainment. 
Stafford, glancing off at the 
lush green mountains of Samoa 
and thinking back to the rocky 
craters of the lunar surface, 
said, " I wonder why we want to 
go to the moon.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s science adviser 
says in 10, 15 or 20 years it 
may be possible to contemplate 
a manned landing on Mars. 
Dr. Lee A. Dubridge, pres­ 
ident of the California Institute 
of Technology before he came 
to the White House earlier this 
year, made the speculation in 
testimony to a House Appropri­ 
ations subcommittee. The testi­ 
mony was given Feb. 25 but not 
made public until today. 
“ Where are we going to go 
with manned spaceflight after 
the 
moon?” 
Rep. Louis C. 
Wyman, R-N.H., asked at the 
hearing. 
“ Where 
can 
we 
possibly go?” 
DuBridge answered: 
“ I do not believe that the 
time is yet ripe for us to make 
specific 
plans 
for 
manned 
flights 
beyond 
the 
moon. 
Eventually, many people be­ 
lieve that man will land on 
Mars. I do not think it is 
technologically feasible to plan 
that now. 
“ Maybe in 10, 15, 20 years it 
would be possible, depending 
upon budgetary problems as 
well as technological problems 
and developments, to contem­ 
plate 
a 
manned 
landing on 
Mars.” 
DuBridge said he believed 
Mars was the only other planet 
in the solar system on which 
man could survive, and there­ 
fore, the only other planet on 
which a manned flight would be 
feasible. 
“ Venus might be contemplat­ 
ed but landing on Venus would 
be suicide because of the very 
high 
temperatures 
on 
the 
surface of the planet, with any 
technologies 
that 
we 
now 
possess,” DuBridge said. 
He said a trip to Mars and 
back would be a journey of a 
year. The Mariner launched in 
February is not scheduled to 
reach the vicinity of Mars until 
July. 
Wyman 
asked 
about 
“ all 
these things that we have heard 
about tractors on the moon, or 
hotels on the moon.” 
“ I think equipment on the 
moon can be landed in the next 
fews years, but not to cultivate 
the moon, grow crops. This is 
obviously 
unfeasible,”

Bridge said. “ But equipment for 
exploration, digging into the 
crust, seeing what is there, 
transporting men from point to 
point 
around the 
moon by 
various technologies is entirely 
possible...

Morocco (UPI)—The 
expedition reed boat Ra moved 
“ like a duck” well out at sea 
today, propelled by a strong 
wind that pushed it away from 
land and some critics. 
The Ra, manned by Norwe­ 
gian anthropologist Thor Heyer­ 
dahl and six other crewmen, 
caught “ a good current and 
(followed) exactly the course 
we had planned,” Heyerdahl 
radioed. 
He said the wind was so 
strong his men lowered the 
papyrus boat’s crude mainsail. 
Heyerdahl 
said 
the 
main 
steering rudder had snapped, 
but the crew was making do 
with a long oar. 
Norman Baker, the American 
navigator on board, radioed the 
odd 
craft’s 
stability 
was 
“ simply extraordinary. We see 
fishermen’s boats dancing on 
top of the 10-foot waves and we 
sit like a duck on the sea.” 
Baker reported that two other 
crewmen, an Italian camera­ 
man and a Mexican scientist, 
had suffered seasickness on the 
second day on the Atlantic. 
The Ra and its crew are out 
to conquer 
the 
ocean, sail 
across it in the next three or 
four months, and test Heyer­ 
dahl’s 
theory 
that 
ancient 
mariners 
from 
Egypt 
and 
Phoenecia were able to go from 
North Africa to the Americas 
centuries beforo Columbus. 
Another doubter spoke out 
against 
Heyerdahl’s assump­ 
tions 
and 
said the papyrus 
boats of the Egyptians were 
used only for river navigation. 
Egyptologist Dr. 
Alphonse 
Bandaly 
said 
in Casablanca 
Monday “ there is an historical 
difference 
of 
25 
centuries 
between 
the 
most 
recent 
Egyptian 
pyramids 
and 
the 
most ancient Aztec pyramids.” 
Bandaly 
challenged Heyer­ 
dahl’s belief that both cultures 
had too many similarities for 
coincidence and that the two 
somehow must have communi­ 
cated. 


Heyerdahl had the Ra fash­ 
ioned from 12 tons of papyrus 
reeds according to drawings 
found 
inside 
the 
Egyptian 
pyramids. 
The vessel, equipped with 
only a few modern necessities, 
set sail from Safi on Sunday.

SEATTLE (UPI)—Three po- 
licemen

wounded

sniper fire Monday night when 
violence flared in Seattle’s pre­ 
dominantly black central area. 
Appearing as a television cow­ 
boy Otis Young of “ The Out­ 
casts” was among those who 
found himself caught inthemid- 
die of the wild battle between 
police and demonstrators, in 
which another dozen officers 
and 
three 
civilians hurt by 
thrown rocks and bottles. 
More 
than 
three 
dozen 
persons were arrested before a 
chilly rain helped cool things 
off. 
Young, who was not injured, 
entered the trouble area in an 
attempt to help calm racial 
tensions. 
He 
said he 
was 
amazed to find that much of 
the rock throwing and violence 
came from young teen-agers 
and even pre-teens. 
“ I recommend to the parents 
of children if they care about 
them, to find out where they 
are,” he said. “ Eleven, 12 and 
13-year-olds don’t have to be 
out in the streets trying to start 
a revolution.” 
Young was on a promotion 
tour for his television show and 
had spoken at a number of 
predominantly 
black 
schools 
during the day. 
The violence 
was limited 
largely to the central area, but 
police reported firebombs were 
hurled at a grocery, a service 
station and a dry cleaning plant 
in the high point area of west 
Seattle, several miles from the 
central area.

UPI pays tribute to “voice with the smile"

NEW YORK (UPI)-She was 
a slip of a blonde Irish lassie 
when she reported for work as 
a 
telephone 
operator 
in a 
newsroom in the old World 
building 
in 
downtown 
New 
York. 
The job was “ relief" on the 
switchboard in the offices of 
the world news agency, United 
Press. 
The regular operator was 
taking two weeks vacation and 
somehow never came back for 
keeps and the “ relief’ became 
permanent. 


That was 40 years ago this 
week 
and 
Mildred 
(Millie) 
Little has been “ the voice with 
the smile’’ all these years since 
then with what now is United 
Press International. 


But she’s more than that. For 
as Frank H. Bartholomew, UPI 
Chairman of the Board, told 
her in a letter for her 40th 
anniversary party, "your quick 
right 
hand has plugged and 
unplugged the cords for a hell 
of 
a 
lot 
of conversations 
reporting achievements, disast­ 
ers, 
great news stories; it 
seems to me that everything 


the company has done forward, 
backward, 
or 
sideways has 
managed 
to 
channel 
itself 
through M illie.” 
President 
Mims Thomason 
wrote 
for 
her anniversary 
scrapbook that she was “ irre­ 
placeable" and added, "you are 
the greatest!” Letters from 
Unipressers around the globe 
echoed the feelings of these two 
men. 
To 
say 
that 
all 
of us, 
oldtimers and newtimers alike, 
love Millie Little may sound a 
bit maudlin. But we do. More, 
we respect her honesty, her 
cheerfulness and 
helpfulness, 
her 
sense 
of 
humor, 
her 
modesty (she didn't want me to 
write about her), her aware­ 
ness of when to keep silent 
(someone 
said she probably 
knows more company secrets 
than the executive suite), the 
way she keeps her cool in 


crisis, 
and 
her 
occasional 
flashes of temper if someone 
forgets his or her manners. 
She came to United Press a 
widow 
of 22 with a three- 
months-old son Robert, to rear. 
She 
recalled 
as 
we 
sat 
reminiscing the other evening 
that she needed the job so 
badly that although in mourn­ 
ing, she did put a big white 
collar on her black dress when 
she applied. 
She has lived through, and 
been the vital communications 
link for, too many major events 
to permit a complete list. She 
went to work before the stock 


market 
crash 
of 1929. She 
worked through the Depression, 
the abdication of Britain’s King 
Edward VIII to marry Wallis 
Simpson, through Pearl Harbor 
World War II, and V-E and V-J 
days. 
She remembers the drama of 
the Lindbergh kidnapping and 
electrocution of Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann for the crime, the 
national political conventions 
and elections, the deaths of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Douglas 
MacArthur, Dwight David E i­ 
senhower. There was Korea, 
and now Vietnam. 
She was the chief operator on 
the 
switchboard 
in 
UPI* 8 
general headquarters in New 


York on that black day in 
Dallas, Nov. 22, 1963, when 
John F. Kennedy was assassin­ 
ated. 
**Pm not superstitious about 
events,” Millie recalled, "but 
that morning I said to Kay 
(another operator) 'boy, this 
board is dead today.” 
And then it happened' 
“ The board went nuts,” said 
Mrs. Little, who was to get only 
two hours of sleep in the long, 
unbearable four days ahead. 
“ All of us on the board were 
crying as we took the calls. 
“ Smitty (Merriman) Smith, 
senior White House correspon­ 
dent in Dallas with the Kennedy 
party got me on the phone and 


said, ‘don’t you take me off of 
here whatever you do.” 
She 
didn’t 
and 
“ Smitty” 
dictated 
into New York the 
assassination story that won 
him a Pulitzer prize. 
Millie had just gone home for 
the day when there was another 
assassination-that 
of Martin

big story breaks if she is at 
home, she immediately checks 
the office to see whether more 
switchboard help is needed.

division . 
Benvenuti weighed 164, hea­ 
v iest in h is ca reer, and T iger 
w as 166. 
Benvenuti, suffering only h is 
third defeat in 82 bouts, broke 
the index finger on h is right 
hand 
in 
the 
fir st round and 
made a valiant effort to make 
a fight of it. 
But 
T ig er, 
a 
r e le n tless 
plodder who keeps boring in, 
w as the a g g resso r and it w as a 
m atter of conjecture whether a 
physically fit Benvenuti could 
have taken the gentlem an from 
Biafra. 
Benvenuti, an aspiring actor, 
did a terrific job of concealing

The classy Minnesota second 
baseman is hitting a slick .391, 
which happens to be only 52 
points better than anybody else 
in the American League, and 
you have to get a good grip on 
yourself to believe this, but 
there are those who still think 
he’s altogether too casual about 
the whole thing. 
All of which bothers Rod 
Carew 
the 
same 
way 
it 
bothered Perry Como. 
“ A lot of guys say it looks 
like I’m loafing,” Carew points 
out in that neat precise way of 
his. “ It’s just the way I move. I 
don’t try to be too flashy. I see 
some fellows make easy plays 
look hard, but I try to make 
plays the easy way. I try not to 
hot dog it too much.” 
That last statement is the 
perfect tipoff on Rod Carew, of 
whom Dean Chance says, “ If 
anybody ever hits .400 again, 
it’ll be him .” 
There 
are 
some 
major 
leaguers other major leaguers 


call 
“ hot 
dogs.” 
In 
the 
vernacular of thedugout, a hot 
dog 
comes 
in 
all different 
shapes and sizes. He can be a 
good ballplayer, a mediocre 
ballplayer or even a poor one, 
but if he’s a hot dog, that 
means he perform s with a bit 
of an extra flourish and most 
ballplayers feel you can take 
that extra flourish and put it 
away for safekeeping way up in 
the top deck somewhere. 
This is Carew’s third season 
with the Twins and he’s on his 
way toward being named to the 
all-star 
team 
for the third 
straight tim e. If he’s with the 
Twins 20 years and if he makes 
the all-star team 20 times, Rod 
Carew never will be a hot dog. 
It simply isn’t in his makeup. 
Walk into any major league 
clubhouse, sit down and talk 
with 
the 
players 
and 
any 
number of them will tell you 
how 
much 
they really love 
baseball. Carew isn’t one of 
those who puts an ad in the 
paper. 
“ I love baseball in a quiet 
way,” he says. 
That’s another tipoff on him. 
He 
does 
everything quietly. 
Like stealing home. 
He has 
tried four tim es so far this year 
and was safe on **ach attempt. 
“ I feel as good about that as 
I do about my hitting,” he 
laughs. “ I like to run. Since 
I’ve been with this club though 
I haven’t gotten too much of a 
chance because we have a lot 
of power hitters. Also, I’m 


hitting 
in 
front 
of Harmon 
(Killebrew) and Tony (Oliva), 
so I don’t get the steal sign too 
much.” 
Carew may look casual but 
he can really pick ’em and lay 
’em down. He stole 52 bases 
with Orlando of the Florida 
State League four years ago 
and 
there 
aren’t 
too many 
faster 
than 
him 
in 
the 
American League today. When 
he steals a base he likes to 
make it count and he’s nine for 
nine this season up to now. 


“ It’s great if you can get the 
jump,” he says, “ but I don’t 
run on my own. If 1 think I can 
make it, I check with Billy 
(manager Billy Martin) and if 
he thinks I can make it he 
gives me the okay.” 
Occasionally there can be a

Speed is a favorite topic when 
friends gather for a little tipple. 
Speed of consumption, as well 
as speed in games. But in which 
game does the ball travel swift­ 
est? 
The 
column m.iy not an­ 
swer the question, though it 
might start some fights. 
The speed of a golf ball 
when struck by a Jack Nick- 
laus, may not be faster than a 
speeding bullet, but it does 
get to where it’s going in a 
hurry. 
A few years ago Gene Sar- 
azen. the kntckered old pro, 
and a racing car were pitted 
against each other. The car 
passed the golfer at the mom­ 
ent 
club 
head 
met ball. 
From this test, the velocity 
of the ball was determined to 
be 130 miles per hour. 
Another time, the force of a 
propelled golf ball was measur­ 
ed by another pro. \ telephone 
directory with over 500 pages 
and nearly an inch thick was 
placed some four feet in front 
of the tee. The driven ball 
ripped right through the book 
at an initial speed of 114 m.p.h. 
and then rolled 100 yards fur­ 
ther. 
(As for the speeding bullet, 
the highest muzzle velocity of 
any rifle bullet is believed to be 
2,795 m.p.h., from the .220 
Swift Super Speed.) 
Tennis serves by the great 
players are of course prodigi­ 
ous. According to Guinnes Book 
of 
World Records, the fastest 
serve 
was 
recorded 
at 154 
m.p.h. by B ritisher 
Michael 
Sangster in June, 
1963. 
But 
after watching Rod Laver and 
Arthur Ashe, one wonders if 
that record hasn’t gone the 
way of the Stutz Bearcat. 
Several years ago Bob Fel­ 
ler, whose right arm was the 
forerunner of the Cape Kenn­ 
edy launching pad, was clocked 
throwing a baseball at about 
110 m.p.h. (In b a s e b a l l , 
how ­ 
ever, speed is not all that 
counts. There must be ‘‘.stuff’ 
on the ball to l>e effective. And 
rookie pitchers who inq>ei sen­ 
ate cannons often find their 
services departing bats at etp 
ually incredible speeds.) 
Cricket pitches, or “ Uiwls,” 
have l)een clocked at 90 m.p.h. 
The pelota in lai-ulai was 
measured at over 150 m.p.h. 
Table tennis serves would 
seem to be fantastically fast. 
No studies are available, but 
it is believed that the great­ 
est smashes of one of the great­ 
est players, China’s Chuaiig 
Tse-tung, traveled only aUwt 
60 m.p.h. 
The highest velocity recorded 
of a soccer ball kick was 55 
m.p.h. It is believed that a 
football, given equal m i.vtn.it- 
ment, travels at approximately 
the 
same sjteed immediately 
after impact. 


An ice hockey puck can also 
skitter along 
as though trying 
to escape with its life. Chica­ 
go’s Bobby Hull is believed to 
have the fastest shot in the 
game. His left-handed slap shot 
was measured at 118 m.p.h. 
Maybe the fastest ball game, 
however, is rackets, a fav­ 
orite in South Africa. It isplay- 
ed in an enclosed four-wall 
court with a nine-inch ash rack­ 
et and a one-ounce ball.

The Guittaro, on the 
other hand, just sort of sank of 
its own accord. 
.Now Afloat, Now Sunk 
One 
minute 
the 
new $50 
million nuclear submarine was 
securely afloat in the Mare 
Island naval shipyard at Valle­ 
jo, Calif. Then, for reasons as 
yet unexplained, it submerged 
in 35 feet of water. 
. Workmen who were putting 
the finishing touches on the sub 
scram bled 
to 
safety, 
thus 
upholding 
an 
old 
shipyard 
tradition. 
Though 
jolted 
by the in- 
cident the Nixon adm inistration 
has been playing it cool. The 
President apparently has ruled 
out retaliation, but may take 
steps to avoid a repetition. 
One possibility would be to 
order that all nuclear subs in 
naval shipyards be equipped 
with water wings. 
No outcry has been raised in 
Congress either although Chair­ 
man George H. Mahon of the 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee described the incident as a 
“ humiliation.” 
I would have to agree with 
Mahon on that score. It is 
galling enough when our subs 
start sinking them selves... 
Well, if that type of thing 
continues, 
the United States 
might as well resign as a world 
power.

Much publicity has been given 
recently to the formation of 
peace groups within the armed 
forces.

violent person. 
“The 
answer 
is 
no 
if 
you’re not, because music, 
rock or any other variety, 
has nothing to do with vio­ 
lence. Sometimes a person 
throwing a flower to another 
person can lead to violence 
just because the other per­ 
son did not receive it with 
love and affection.” 


A dulation for perform ing 
artists has often led to vio­ 
lence. The crow ds that once 
sw arm ed around Rudy Yal- 
lee w ere ju st as violent in 
n ature as those that kick 
down w alls to grab hold of 
The Doors. 
But those who knock rock 
point to the fact that the c u r­ 
rent crop of m usicians is a 
lot m ore perm issive than the 
m an 
with 
the 
m egaphone 
ever thought of being. P e r­ 
form ers like Jin n H endrix, 
who has been known to set 
fire to his guitar during a 
concert, and groups like The 
Who, who break up their in­ 
stru m en ts 
with 
regularity, 
are subdued when com pared 
with outfits like MC 5, which 
asks its audience to stage a 
revolution right in the th e a ­ 
ter. 
Jim Morrison, lead singer 
for The Doors, is currently 
in legal difficulties, the re­ 
sult 
of 
a 
Miami 
concert 
where police claim he ex­ 


posed some of his more pri­ 
vate parts. 
“ Sure, there are violent 
groups aro u n d .” adm its 25- 
year-old John S e b a s t i a n , 
“ but very few practice vio­ 
lence just for the sake of 
being violent.” 
Sebastian, who w rote the 
score for “ Jim m y Shine,” 
the D ustin Hoffman vehicle, 
also sticks in the m inds of 
contem porary m usic fans as 
the lead s i n g e r for The 
Lovin’ Spoonful. 
“ We w ere peaceful,” sighs 
Sebastian, “ but we saw our 
share of violence, too. We 
ju st didn’t have a chance. In 
the early days of the group, 
when nobody knew who we 
w ere, we worked a lot of 
sm all tow ns a r o u n d 
the 
country and we alw ays got 
hysterical 
reactions 
from 
audiences. The B eatles w ere 
ju st catching 
fire 
at 
the 
tim e, so we began to call it 
Beatles Backw ash. 
“The kids were prepro­ 
gramed. For a year or so 
they had been told, ‘Here’s 
what kids do when they see 
the Beaties, and you can do 
it whenever you see four 
guys with long hair. First, 
you sturt tearing off your 
clothes, then you scream a 
lot and climb on the seats, 
then you cut up the seats, 
then you charge the stage.’ 


“ The kids w eren’t reacting 
to our m usic, they w ere re ­ 
acting in the way they w ere 
told they w ere supposed to 
react. We could have sung 
Ave 
M aria’ 
and 
got 
the 
sam e reactio n .” 


S e b a s t i a n adm its that 
superam plified 
instrum ents 
can have an overpow ering 
effect on people. 
“ The e l e c t r o n i c bass 
evokes an e m o t i o n a l re ­ 
sponse in m e,” says S ebas­ 
tian, “ and I know th at the 
guitar does the sam e thing 
to other people. They can 
really shake you up, but it’s 
only a tem porary thing. 


“ O ur m usic is an em o­ 
tional outlet through which 
kids let out an awful lot of 
hostility about w h a t e v e r 
happens to be bugging them . 
If they didn’t have the m u­ 
sic, th ey ’d find som e other 
way to let it out.”

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ORDINANCE NO. 848 
AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE CITY 
CODE RELATIVE TO THE PERSONNEL 
SYSTE M 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
LOMPOC DOES ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 
SECTION I. Section 2-6 of the Lompoc 
City Code is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 
Sec. 2-6. Powers and duties. 
Subject to policy and direction as 
prescribed by the city council, the 
city administrator shall have the fol- 
lowing powers and duties: 
(a) To supervise the administrative 
affairs of the city. 
(b) To make such recommendations 
to the city council concerning the af­ 
fairs of the city as he may deem de­ 
sirable or necessary Including the pro- 
posal of ordinances and resolutions 
he finds necessary for effective man­ 
agement or in the public interest. 
(c) To keep the city council advised 
of the financial conditions and future 
needs of the city. 
(d) To see that this Code and any 
other ordinances of the city and the 
applicable laws of the state are en­ 
forced. 
(e) To appoint, discipline and re­ 
move all officers and employees erf 
the city under his jurisdiction. 
(f) To act as personnel officer for 
the city and all of its agencies. 
(g) To investigate the operations of 
departments and other agencies of the 
city, and of all contracts to which the 
city is a party, and to assure proper 
performance. 
(h) To Investigate complaints con­ 
cerning utility operations and to see 
that all permits, privileges and fran­ 
chises granted by the city are faith­ 
fully performed. 
(i) To represent the city in its inter­ 
governmental relations, and to nego­ 
tiate contracts for joint governmental 
actions subject to city council approv­ 
al. 
0) 
To exercise general supervi­ 
sion over all public property under the 
control of the city. 
(k) To attend all meetings of the city 
council unless excused, and such meet­ 
ings of boards and commissions as he 
chooses or which he is directed to at­ 
tend by the city council, and to par­ 
ticipate in discussions at such meet­ 
ings as necessary. 
fl) To perform such other duties as 
may be prescribed by the city coun­ 
cil. 
(m) To prescribe such general rules 
and regulations as he may deem neces­ 
sary or exfiedient In the general con­ 
duct of the administrative departments 
under his jurisdiction. 
(o) To devote full time to the duties 
of his office and to the interests of 
the city. 
SECTION 2. Section 13-13 of the Lompoc 
City Code is hereby amend»! to read as 
follows: 
Sec. 13-13. Finance officer —Appoint­ 
ment. supervision erf finance depart­ 
ment. 
The finance department shall be su­ 
pervised by a finance officer who shall 
be appointed by the city administra­ 
tor. 
SECTION 3. Section 13-42 of the Lom­ 
poc City Code is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 
Sec. 13-42. Purchasing Agent — Ap» 
point ment. 
city administrator may desig­ 
nate or appoint a purchasing agent for 
the city. 
SECTION 4. Section 19-34 of the Lom­ 
poc City Code is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


The city administrator may ap­ 
point a parks and recreation direc­ 
tor. 
SECTION 5. Sections 20-1 through and 
including 20-11 of the Lompoc City 
Code are hereby amended to read as 
follows:

in order to establish an equitable 
and uniform procedure for dealing 
with personnel matters; to attract to 
municipal service the best and most

(d) Prepare or cause to be prepared 
a plan of compensation, and revisions 
thereof, covering all classifications 
in the competitive service and the plan 
and any revisions thereof, shall be­ 
come effective upon approval by the 
city council. 
(e) Provide for the recruiting, exam­ 
ination and certification to the appoint­ 
ing power of a list of persons eligible 
for appointment to the appropriate 
positions in the competitive service. 
Sec. 20-3. Personnel appeals board. 
appeals 
?re is hereby created a person- 
nel appeals board to consist at three 
persons to be selected from a panel 
of six members to be appointed by the 
city council. Three members of the 
panel shall be appointed to serve for a 
term which will expire June 30, 1971 
and three members of the panel shall 
be appointed to a term which will ex­ 
pire June 30, 1973. At the exptratloo 
of each of the terms so provided for, 
a successor shall be appointed by the 
city council for a term of four years. 
The personnel appeals board at three 
persons shall be selected from the 
six member pane! as follows: 
one 
member to be selected by the appel­ 
lant employee; one member to be se­ 
lected by the city administrator, and 
the third member to be selected by 
mutual agreement at the first two se­ 
lected. The personnel appeals board 
shall adopt rules of procedure and 
shall select a chairman from among 
its membership who shall act as pre­ 
siding officer. 
Vacancies on the board shall be 
fillsd by appointment by tbs city coun­ 
cil for the unexpired tsrm. Each 
member shall serve until his succes­ 
sor is appointed and qualified. A ma­ 
jority vote of the city council shall be 
required to appoint a member at the 
personnel appeals board, but a four- 


fifths vote shall be necessary to re­ 
move any member of the personnel 
appeals board from office prior to the 
expiration of his term. 
Members of the personnel appeals 
board shall be residents of this city. 
No person shall be appointed to the 
board who holds any salaried office 
or employment of the city. 
The functions of the board shall be 
to hear appeals submitted by any per­ 
son in the competitive service rela­ 
tive to any disciplinary action, dis­ 
missal, demotion, interpretation, or 
alleged violation of this chapter or the 
personnel rules and to certify its 
findings and recommendations to the 
city council, which body shall finally 
determine the appeal as provided in 
the personnel rules. 
Sec. 20-4. Competitive service. 
Except 
as otherwise specifically 
provided, the provisions of this chapter 
shall apply to all offices, positions 
and employments in the service of the 
city, except: 
(a) Elective officers. 
(b) Members of appointive boards, 
commissions and committees. 
(c) The city administrator, city at­ 
torney, city clerk and city treasurer. 
(d) Employees assigned to the city 
library. 
(e) Persons engaged under contract 
to supply expert, professional, tech- 
nlcal or other services. 
(f) 
Volunteer 
personnel, such as 
volunteer firemen. 
(g) Emergency employees who are 
hired to meet the Immediate require­ 
ments of any emergency condition, 
such as extraordinary fire, flood, or 
earthquake which threatens life or 
property.

Employees who are employed 
less than half time which is hereby 
defined as employees who are expect­ 
ed to or do work less than 1040 hours 
in any one fiscal year.

(a) Preparation, Installation, revi­ 
sion, and maintenance of a position 
classification plan covering all posi­ 
tions in the competitive service, in­ 
cluding employment 
standards and 
qualifications for each class. 
(b) Preparation, revision, and ad­ 
ministration of a plan of com|>ensa- 
tlon, 
directly correlated with the po­ 
sition classification plan, providing a 
rate or range of pay for each class. 
(c) Public announcement of all tests 
and acceptance of applications for em­ 
ployment. 
(d) Preparation and conduct of tests 
and the establishment and use of re­ 
sulting employment lists containing 
names of persons eligible for appoint­ 
ment. 
(e) Certification and appointment of 
persons 
from 
employment 
lists, 
and 
the making of provisional and 
emergency appointments. 
(f) Evaluation of employees during 
the probationary period. 
(g) Transfer, promotion, 
demo­ 
tion, reinstatement, 
disciplinary ac­ 
tion and layoff of employees in the 
competitive service. 
(h) Separation of employees from 
the city service. 
Q) Standardisation of hours of work, 
attendance 
and 
leave 
regulations, 
working conditions and the deveiop- 
ment of employee morale, 
welfare, 
and training. 
(j) The establishment of adequate 
personnel records. 
(k) The establishment of grievance 
and appeal procedures. 


Sec. 20-6. Appointments. 
Appointments to vacant positions In 
the competitive service shall be made 
in accordance 
with the personnel 
rules. Appointments and promotions 
shall be based on merit and fitness 
to be ascertained so far as practica­ 
ble by competitive examination. 
Examinations shall be used and con­ 
ducted to aid in the selection of quali­ 
fied employees and shall consist of se­ 
lection techniques which will test fair­ 
ly the qualifications of candidates such 
as achievement and aptitude tests, 
written tests, personal interview, per­ 
formance tests, 
physical 
agility 
tests, 
evaluation of daily work per­ 
formance, work samples or any com­ 
binations of these or other tests. Phys­ 
ical and medical tests may be given as 
a part at any examination. 
In any examination the personnel 
officer may Include, in addition to com­ 
petitive tests, a qualifying test or 
tests, and set minimum standards 
therefor. 
Appointments shall be made by the 
personnel officer, or by the officer in 
whom the power to make appointments 
is vested. 
When appointment is to be made 
to a vacancy in the competitive serv­ 
ices, the personnel officer shall trans­ 
mit to the appointing power the names 
of all persons on the appropriate cer­ 
tified employment list, in the order 
in which they appear on the list.

Sec. 20-6. Status of present employees. 


ed in the competitive service who, on 
the effective date at this ordinance, 
shall have served continuously is such 
position, or in some other position in 
the competitive service, for a period 
equal to the probationary period pres­ 
cribed in the rules for his class, shall 
assume regular status in the compe- 


titlve service in the position held on 
such effective date without qualifying 
test, and shall thereafter be subject 
in all respects to the provisions of 
this ''hapter and the personnel rules. 
Any other person holding positions 
in the competitive service shall be re­ 
garded as probationers who are serv­ 
ing out the balance of their proba­ 
tionary periods as prescribed in the 
rules before obtaining regular status.

petitive service, volunteer employee, 
emergency employee or parttime em­ 
ployee. Notice of such action must be 
in writing and served personally on 
such employee within three working 
days of the action taken. Such notice 
shall specify the penalty and contain a 
statement of the reason or reasons 
therefor. 
The provisions of this section shall 
not apply to reductions in pay which 
are a part of a general plan to reduce 
salaries and wages or to eliminate 
positions.

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Feel crowded? 


If it seems to be getting a little crowded these days, consid- 
'e r: 
The world’s population is growing by about 2.2 persons per 
second, I'iZ per minute, 190,000 a day, and more than 1.3 
million a week. The 2.2 gain is based on 3.9 births and just 
under 1.7 deaths each second. 
The figures, garnered chiefly from United Nations sources 


by the World Population Data Sheet, incidate a global popula­ 
tion on July 1 this year of three and a half billion. And it may 
be even more, since no one really knows how many people 
there are in Red China. Some estimates top the UN figure for 
that nation by 50 million. 
Whatever we who have been around awhile may think of this 
old planet today, it’s certainly inviting a lot of newcomers. 


A practical humanist 


President Nixon’s nomination of Judge Warren E. Burger 
as new Chief Justice of the United States has pleased Demo­ 
cratic senators from the South and Republican senators from 
the North. It has not displeased liberal Democrats, at least 
not to the extent that any of them has offered serious objec­ 
tions. 
There is no doubt that it has also pleased the American 
people, for Burger, as a judge of the U.S. Court of Appeals of 
the District of Columbia, has become known as a “ law and 
o rd er” man, disturbed by some of the judicial excesses that 
have been committed in the name of protecting the rights of 
accused persons. 
B u rger’s qualifications to occupy the central chair on the 
nation’s highest tribunal are undoubted. His personal and pro­ 
fessional life is impeccable — something much needed at 
this time when the court is suffering from the unpalatable c ir­ 
cum stances surrounding the resignation of Associate Justice 
Abe Fortas. 
Only once in history has the Senate absolutely rejected a 
chief justice - appointee. This was John Rutledge, who was ap­ 
pointed by George Washington in 1795 and who fell victim to 
the growii^ bitterness 
between the fledgling Federalist and 
Democratic - Republican parties. 
The Senate also rejected John Adams’ iK>mination of John 
Marshal in 1801, but Adams rejected the rejection and the 
Senate gave in. 
The nomination of Abe Fortas by President Johnson in 1968 
was stalled in committee and eventually withdrawn. 
The fiercest battle ever to rage over the chief justiceship 
was the controversy that deadlocked the Senate for two and a 
half months in 1835, when Andrew Jackson apix)inted Roger 
B. Taney to succeed Marshall.

Compared to the turbulent political passions and partisan­ 
ship of the 
18th and 19th centuries, our own time seem s 
positively calm. Burger’s confirmation, which the Senate Ju­ 
diciary Committee will take up early in June, will likely be 
formal, speedy and unanimous. 
Lest 
^yon e 
expect 
any dramatic reversal of Supreme 
Court philosophy in the coming years, it should be noted that 
Burger is considered to be a “ moderate liberal” on most is­ 
sues. As for the question of law and order, he has attacked 
the popular notion that the decline of respect for the law and 
the rise in crim e is the consequence of this or that court 
decision 
“ It would be good if things were that simple,” he said 
in an address at Ripton College two years ago. “ If the over­ 
ruling of one or two opinions would solve the problems of 
crim e, 
I suspect the Supreme Court would be willing to 
reconsider.” 
But, he added, “ It is no aid to sensible public discourse 
to attribute the crim e problem to any one decision or any 
court.” 
Where we have failed is in the area of rehabilitation, said 
Burger. We are paying a terrible price for our attribute that 
crim inals are “ human rubbish,” to be put in warehouses 
for a period of time, only to have most of them come out 
of prison and return to their old ways. 
Undoubtedly there will be some reconsidering by the Burger 
court of some of the Warren court’s desisions as new cases 
come before it. But Judge Burger’s past statements charac­ 
terize him not so much as a hard “ law and order” man 
but as a practical humanist. As such, he is fully in the tradi­ 
tion of all the other great humanists who have brought wisdom 
and luster to the Supreme Court. 


Housing elements 


The newly-published prop<Jsed housing 
element 
to the County General Plan 
— which points to more than 800 sub­ 
standard homes existing in county unin­ 
corporated areas —tells in some detail 
how it is that the spiral of deterioration 
has come about in these homes. 
The 
County 
Planning Commission, 
which has set a public hearing July II in 
Santa F^rbara to consider adding the 
housing element to the master plan, will 
be 
told that modern taxing practices 
help hasten dwellings on the road toward 
final decay just as readily as do age, 
neighborhood blight, mixed development 
areas and inadequate original construc­ 
tion. 
“ Our taxing practices encourage alv 
sentee owners of low rent dwellings to 
neglect maintenance, because the taxes 
go down as the condition of the building 
deteriorates,” the report sflows. “ There 
is not a corresponding reduction in rent, 
and, therefore, a poor building produces 
m ore profit than a good one.” 
For this reason, a number of absen­ 
tee owners have seemingly deliberately 


allowed their rental dwellings to be­ 
come substandard. 
Neighborhood blight is a housing sick­ 
ness that occurs when areas lack nor­ 
mal sulxiivision improvements and have 
to get along with substandard roads and 
utilities. I’otential buyers go elsewhere; 
occupants themselves lose interest and 
fail to provide necessary maintenance. 
Eventually, the neighborho(xl is occupied 
by persons of extremely low income, and 
deterioration is hastened. 
In many cases, the report shows, sub­ 
standard dwellings are old and have not 
been carefully maintained. Age is not 
necessarily an indication of substandard 
housing, however. In a number of areas 
— such as Santa Barbara — there are 
many fine old homes which have been 
well maintained and continue to provide 
good housing. 
Many substandard homes were built, 
according to the report, before there 
were building codes or building inspec­ 
tion. Deterioration has been hastened by 
inadequate original construction in many 
of these cases.

Mixed development occurred in some 
areas before the days of planning and 
zoning. Most people avoid such neighbor­ 
hoods. This results in lower prices and 
rents on dwellings in these areas. These 
neighborhoods can quickly become sub­ 
standard. 
Many dwellings, the survey showed, 
which have fallen into substandard cate­ 
gory were never intended for permanent 
use. But now they are occupied continu­ 
ously. 
Some 
were built 
as vacation 
homes; in some cases they were little 
better than a tent. Others were original­ 
ly Intended for other temporary use, or 
as guest houses. 
Overcrowded dwellings are automa­ 
tically 
substandard 
under 
adopted 
codes. 
Doubling up is one device used 
by the poor when they cannot afford in­ 
dividual family housing. Abuse, misuse 
add to the havoc of overcrowding, too. 
The report comes up with a number of 
other interesting items. 
One is related to occupants’ 
misuse 
and abuse. 
This has become a serious problem for 
many landlords. And it has caused so 
much trouble for the Housing Authority 
that the authority is now considering in­ 
stituting a training program for prospec­ 
tive occupants of public housing, it is 
shown. 
The health educator from the County 
Health Department may be called upon 
to conduct classes in home care. 
Another suggestion for improving this 
situation is to include a mandatory sched­ 
ule of home care activities in the lease 
agreement.

May 24 is an anniversary day cele­ 
brated for 63 years throughout a domain 
that extended across a quarter of the 
entire land surface of the world. Early 
that morning in 1819 Queen Victoria was 
born at Kensington Palace. 
At 18 she received a crown that had 
been tarnished by ineptitude and wore it 
with honor to the age of 82 in what was 
by four years the longest reign, and by 
three days the longest royal life, in B rit­ 
ish history. 
H. L. Mencken said that when women 
kiss it always reminded him of prize 
f i g h t e r s shaking 
hands. In a joint em­ 
brace 
designed 
to 
crush 
Prussia, call­ 
ed 
the Seven Years 
War, 
the three pow­ 
erful 
petticoats 
of 
Europe 
— 
Maria 
Theresa 
of Austria, 
Catherine the 
Great 
of 
R 
ia and Mar- 
of 
Russia and Mar­ 
quise 
de Pompadour 
of France — had come and gone, and left 
their several m arks. But the mark left 
by the British Queen was the mark evei^ 
lastingly to be known as the Victorian 
Age. 
The Queen h erself however, has been 
persistently overwritten on the stylized 
side in fiction and drama, Victoria and 
Albert and Disraeli all enjoyed a press 
far 
exceeding their performance. All 
three 
are the products of what Max 
Muller used to call “ the migration of 
fables.” 
Totally German, Albert was theneptv 
ew of Leopold 
I, 
the first King of the 
Belgians. Leopold 
arranged the m ar­ 
riage. It was intensely 
controversial 
and went over with the British people 
like an iron balloon. 
Albert sat among the Buckingham por­ 
traits that gazed down at him from the 
calm eternity of their gilded frames, 
but his salt came entirely from the 
Queen’s table. Perhaps for this reason 
many found in Albert an arrogant man. 
He had a Norwegian gravity, a soul 
some 
insisted was 
made of Spanish 
steel; 
he loved Italian spaghetti, rolled 
his r ’s nasally up from the back of his 
throat like a Frenchman, 
dressed like 
an Englishman — quite a “ mixed bag,” 
as the British say — and had the German 
nobles’ imperious habit of barking when 
they want to be imposing. His tone chang­ 
ed like the snap of a trap. Moreover, 
wherever there is a court there is us­ 
ually a conspiracy. Exchanging knowing 
glances of complicity with the Queen, 
Albert 
was 
always 
suspected 
of 
having his arm in these up to the elbow. 
Benjamin Disraeli — the Earl of Bea. 
confield - in turn, a blatant toady, his 
sm all, 
dancing eyes kingfisher 
blue 
and as cold as Alpine lakes, practiced 
his conception that a thing is worth pre. 
cisely what it will do for you, not what 
you choose to pay for it. Like a careless 
jockey, Disraeli had a tendency to be­ 
come unstuck at the turns and soar off 
into the spectators. But he was wise as 
well, did have ttie courage often to try 
the 
untried, 
and his 
contemporaries 
were 
unfair when 
they regarded him 
merely as a jingle man with his head 
stuffed full of coins. 
It was Baron Robert Clive who found- 
ed British India — a Briton who did 
more for his country than any soldier 
until 
Wellington, and who at only 50 
died by his own hand. But it was Disrae- 
li who crowned Victoria “ EmpressofIrw 
dia,” It was the Rothchilds who really 
made the purchase of the control of the 
Suez Canal for $18 million. But it was 
Disraeli who handed it over to the sov­ 
ereign. Victoria, 
who really made the 
British Foreign Office and left it at its 
greatest. It has been gradually declining 
ever since. 
Actually, the Queen's 
true favorite 
m inister was Lord Salisbury. He was 
the English gentleman personified — a 
Cecil who had behind him the family her­ 
itage of long belonging on top, 
aposi- 
tion Disraeli never enjoyed. Along with 
the Queen, 
Salisbury regarded himself 
not as responsible to the people but as 
responsible for them. 


Above conventions, 
Salisbury went 
so f ^ as to refuse as Prim e Minister 
to live in Downing Streei. And so great 
was his prestige with Victoria that, in 


audience, he was the only minister in 
her entire 63-year reign that Victoria ev­ 
er invited to sit down. 


Samuel Johnson scrawled a note on 
Oliver 
Goldsmith’s 
“ Deserted 
Vil-

But more than 
anything 
else, 
the 
projects 
represent 
confidence in Lom­ 
poc's future. 
The developments 
could mean the shift 
of the business com­ 
munity to the northern area, possibly 
to ariticipate the shift of the population, 
but 
at 
least one city official makes 
another assessm ent; There could also 
be a radical growth of the business com­ 
munity on Ocean Avenue, especially al­ 
ong the eastern terminus. The Official 
who preferred 
to remain 
anonymous 
said there 
could be a motel 
row on 
Ocean Avenue perhaps anticipating the 
construction of Lompoc Narrows Dam 
and Reservoir. Today’s decision by The 
County Water Agency's if it comes could 
bring that speculation into sharp focus. 
It is logical, however. Dam or no that 
East Ocean Avenue should develcp with 
motels and other related services. At 
the present time and the past few years 
the Avenue has developed along medical, 
dental and other professional lines. 
It should be noted that the gateway 
scene in most important cities develops 
motels, small markets and related ser­ 
vices as the highest and best use of 
the land. The development, both on North 
H Street and on Ocean Avenue would 
also seem to reflect the recent design:^ 
tion of Highway 1 over Harris Grade as 
a scenic route. Not long ago the state

would be under construction within about 
five years. It if m ateralizes it could 
bring thousands of new visitors annually 
to the city.
